two bullets in his head and 
body , while Lieut. Charles J lay es, in the 
light, was knocked from his horse by a bul­ 
let glancing across his chest, hut slightly 
wounding him. 
Soldiery Go on the Hun. 
At 6:30 p. tn. Monday Deputy Marshal 
M. A, Uanada,of Hidalgo eouuty , informed 
Captain Bourke that a large Innly of revo­ 
lutionists were rendezvousing in this coun­ 
ty Is-low here, and could make a crossing 
at the Grulla ranch the same night to at­ 
tack Catnargo. 
Captain Bourke at omv 
moved out with Lietttenqtit Charles Hay « * 
and nineteen men, half of whom were 
mounted, to prevent it. 
Infantry wagons 
on the run reached the Grulla at ff o’clock 
and placed under guard Deputy United 
States Marshal Tomas Garza, who ga\e 
information of the revolutionists’ rendea- 
vous. 
The Opening of the Hattie. 
I 
At 12:30 o’clock y esterday morning the 
United 
States forces dismounted 
nenr 
Rctamal by Captain Bourke’s order and 
advanced carefully on the revolutionists 
i with orders to make no reply to challenges, 
and soon the enemy ’s pickets started the 
battle. 
Captain Bourke then gave the ol­ 
der, “ Fire kneeling,” and tlm*e volley s 
made the revolutionists break and run. 
Deputy Tomas Garza escaped during the 
confusion, it being very dark, and not 
knowing the ground Captain Bourke did 
not pursue but returned to t he river, where 
he heard the revolutionists had three skiffs 
ready to cross. 
Attacked the Itebel# Again. 
After stay ing 
a short time Captain 
Bourke took up the line of march again 
for Retamel Springs, where the revolu­ 
tionists 
wen; well posted and 
opened 
fire on him at once killing Corporal K<1- 
strom and wounding Lieutenant Hay es. 
Captain Bout ke’s flankers being driven in, 
his handful of blue jackets at once ad­ 
vanced. 
They were outnumbered nearly 
four to one. 
In short order Garza’s men 
ran, hut not until Private Loy d of C 
troop, Third cavalry , who had Is-on cap 
tured in the skirmish line, got hack to his 
command. 
S ave d Ih« ; T ow n of ('ain ar go. 
It is not positively known what damage 
was done to Garza’s men, who are com­ 
manded by Eusterglo Ramon and J ulian 
Flores. 
Lieutenant llay es’ horse was re­ 
captured ami the complete outfit of one of 
the revolutionists. 
A dozen or more of tlu 
revolutionists’ horses got away from them, 
hut they were so wild they could not Is 
captured. 
This gallant and timely attack 
upon them undoubtedly prevented 
the 
sacking of Camurgo. 
Th« * K e voln tlon iw t I oree# . 
These men came from the coast coun­ 
tries and were a part of several hundred, 
one section lieing ordered to rendezvous 
near Los Angeles, near Laredo, to cross 
above Fort McIntosh, the second to cross at 
Cardizo to draw the Mexican troops from 
Guerrero Micr, and Carmargo, so as to 
leave the latter place unguarded for an ¡it 
tack by the Ixxly that Captain Bourke and 
men defeated y esterday . 
This shows posi­ 
tively more troops are needed here ut once. 
Three revolutionists were arrested ¡it the 
Grulla ranche by Captain Bourke and are 
now in the guardhouse here.

A t the war departm ent the report is « 11» 
credited, 
Garza is at tin* head of a hand 
of M exicans which for several m onths 
ha s 
infested the M exican border. 
Garza pr« 
t ads that he isat the head of an insurrec­ 
tionary m ovement to overthrow the M exi­ 
can governm ent, but so far has coutmed 
him self to p illagin g the inhabitants on 
both » idea of the R io Grand© and stealing 
cattle. 
U nited States troops have been 
looking for Garza for m onths, but his fol­ 
low ing is so sm all that he has easily 
escaped detection by hiding in canons.
